Since time Immemoriable » people of all ages have expressed the human 
experianca in many forms. In western society over the last century, the 
moat common form has been the printed page. 

The printing press and cheap paper have allowed just about anyone to 
write anything they please. Whether or not they can publish or allow others 
to share what they write is another story. 

The word that represents the concept of control over free speech is 
censorship. The Rando m House Dic tionary defines censorship as P "(can 3 sar) 
n. 1. an official who examines books, plays r films, etc., to supress or 
destroy objectionable material. "In other words a government employee who 
tells citizens what they may or may not say, or print r or artistically express . 

History has seen many deplorable examples of those who deploy their 
censors in the most terrible way. Nazi Germany had it*s secret police burn 
banned books openly. Some of the censored books were works by Dickens „ Tol- 
stoy, Einstien, and other "subversive* authors . The Soviet Union today 
continues to ban books that dissagree with their objectionable regime . 
(See the Gulag series by Aleksandr Solsenitsyn. )
